5 - Harkness as Dean of the Faculty of Ai-ts. 
" ~ Hé^ first became associated with McGill 
^1920' serving in the capacity of Profes- 
sor of International and Constitutional 
as well as Frbthingham Professor of 
Logic and Metaphysics. The' Department 
of iPhilpsophy.was privileged to have Dean 
'MticKay's cq^nnection till his death. 

The son pf Robert MacKay and Belle 
P.iterson of Pictou, Nova Scotia, Dean 
,M^cKay,'M.A.; L;L.B, Ph. D., L;L.D., was 
born' in Boéton, Mass., June 5, 1875, re- 
csiviiig his preliminary education at Pic- 
tou Academy. He was graduated from 
DalligHErniversity in 1S91 with highest 
hoiiors in' mental and moral philosophy, 
coupled Avii^ifliàtihctiôn in classics,- From 
Dalhousie -tftiTversity, ,Ira MacKay went 
to ^Cornell University, Ithaca, N.Y., where 
he was successively Scholar in Psychology, 
Fellow in Philosophy and Doctor of Phil- 
osophy. Ill 1905, the deceased returned to 
Halifax, studying law to graduate with an 
L.L.B. degree and highest honors. 

The following year found the future 
Dean of, McGill at Winnipeg where he 
practised law for four years. From 1910 
to 1913, he was Professor of Philosophy 
at tlie University of Saskatchewan. Next 
we find him for two years associated with 
the Department of Political Science, fol- 
lo\yed by a three year professorate of lavv 
in the same univei-sity. 

In 1920 Dean Ira MacKay became 
identified with McGill as.
